THEODOSIUS, Emperor of Conftantinople, in the Year 390. 


(Taken from Clark’s Ecciefiaftical Hiftory of the Lives of Emperors 
and Bifliops.) 


IN Theflalonica (a rich and populace city of Macedonia) there happened a 
great tumult amongft the common people againft the magiftrates and gover¬ 
nors, for refufing to relieve a charioteer whom they had imprifoned during the 
chariot races, and the fury of the people was fo great the governor and many 
of the - magiftrates were ftoned to death : the news thereof being carried to the 
Emperor, he was fo incenfed (and being encouraged thereto by Rufinus, his 
favourite officer) that he immediately fent an army thither, who flew 7000 of 
them in the open market-place, without regarding either age or fex, or pre- 
ferving the innocent from the guilty. 

Theodofius having a fhort time afterwards obtained a great vi&ory in Italy 
over the Tyrant Maximus, went to Milan, (where Ambrofe was then Bifhop) 
and as his cuftom was conftantly to attend the church, he went thither, but as 
he was about to enter therein, Ambrofe met him at the Door, and reminding 
him of the late dreadful mafiacre at Theflalonica, refufed him admittance until 
he had performed that penance which the bilhop thought duo for the raffinefs 
of his crime, and accordingly excommunicated him for eight months; at the 
expiration of which the Emperor returned to the church, where Ambrofe again 
met him, and abfolved him from his excommunication on condition that he 
immediately ena&ed this law, “ That fentence of death or confifcation of 
“ goods fhould not be executed againft any perfon until 30 days had inter* 
vened.” The Emperor immediately caufed the above law to be written and 
proclaimed, which he ever after oblerved ; and fo great was his efleem for 
Ambrofe, that for the fake of his friendlhip and advice he continued at Milan 
the remainder of his life.
